The fu nctions of Decoration Day 
are so appropriate to the Sabbath, 
that many people, in div ers places, 
went forth y esterday to decorate the 
grav es of their lov ed ones and to pay 
tribu te to the memory of the deceas­ 
ed soldiers of ou r cou ntry . 
Among 
the orders so doing the Patriotic Or­ 
der Sons of America stands first and 
foremost. 
W ashington Camp No. 9, of this 
city in conju nction with the camp at 
Glenwood, held patriotic serv ices in 
the M ethodist chu rch of th at, city , 
y esterday 
afternoon. 
The 
orders 
formed in line at the lodge hall and 
arriv ed at the chu rch in time begin­ 
ning serv ices at 2:30 p. m. 
John Mapes of Glenwood acted as 
chairman of the meeting and Mr. 
Oldham liv ing near Connersv ille was 
“ m arshal of the day .” 
The speeches were made by Prof. 
Jam es H. Williams of this city and 
Mr. Edgar Rice, clerk of Hamilton 
cou nty . 
They spoke to a large au ­ 
dience for the chu rch was completely 
filled. 
Those present enjoy ed a rare 
treat, for no u tterance cou ld hav e 
been more beau tifu l, appropriate, and 
nativ ely eloqu ent as an introdu ctory 
speech for su ch an 
occasion, than 
was the address of 
Prof. Williams. 
He pictu red in glowing terms the 
characteristics of the Grand Army 
of the Repu blic, and closed his ad­ 
dress with the beau tifu l sentiment for 
soldiers v oiced by the great 
orator, 
Robert G. Ingersoll: “Cheers for the 
liv ing, tears for the dead.” 
No oration cou ld hav e been more 
appropriate 
as a 
resu me of 
the 
cau ses leading u p to the war, nor as 
a su mmary of the principles inv olv ed 
find the interests at stake than was 
the classic u tterance of Mr. Rice. He 
painted in pictu resqu e 
phrases the 
great stru ggle between the North and 
Sou th, and dram atically 
portray ed 
incidents of 
enlistment^ 
departu re 
and strife. He dwelt u pon the moral 
phases of the stru ggle, and closed 
with a tou ching appeal to the y ou ng 
men present, that they emu late the 
civ ic v irtu es of the faithfu l soldiers 
of ou r Civ il war, and striv e to pre­ 
serv e in peace the rights and priv i­ 
leges, and new conditions established 
by the sword, wielded in a su ccessfu l 
w ar for righteou s cau ses. 
Both speakers took 
occasion 
to 
pay high compliment to the P. 0. S. 
of A. for as an organization it is do­ 
ing mu ch to inspire men in civ il life 
to achiev e the tru e pu rpose of peace. 
We commend memorial serv ices for 
the honored dead and all 
agencies, 
seeking to perpetu ate the patriotic 
sentiment, for we take it, that patri­ 
otism and right u nderstanding of the 
fu nctions of enlightened liberty are 
the strongest safegu ards a repu blic 
can hav e.

The forces that make ou r civ iliza­ 
tion are nu merou s according to Rev . 
R. \Y. Abberley , who deliv ered the 
baccalau reate sermon to an immense 
au dience at the Main Street Chris­ 
tian chu rch last night. 
He enu mer­ 
ated the v ariou s forces, which go to 
make ou r nation the most civ ilized 
and as a resu lt the most adv anced 
nation in the world. 
He tou ched u p­ 
on the prominent occu rences in ou r 
cou ntry ’s history , which are stepping 
stones to the greatness, which she 
has acqu ired and which she will ac- 
acqu ire to a greater degree 
as the 
centu ries pass. 
The minister in elo­ 
qu ent terms described the distressing 
periods throu gh 
which 
the 
United 
States had passed and the marv elou s 
progress which she had made in the 
short time that she has liv ed. 
He 
took the optimist’s v iew of things, 
that the world was not growing worse 
day by day , bu t was progressing and 
that the people were now liv ing in the 
best age that ev er was, bu t not the 
best that ev er will be. 
Rev . Abberley considered the free 
edu cational sy stem 
one 
of 
the 
greatest forces that make for ou r 
civ ilization. 
He told of the large 
nu mber of emigrants, who come into 
the United States each y ear and how 
they are gradu ally made better citi­ 
zens and are 
edu cated u nder the 
great free school sy stem. 
If it were 
not for su ch a sy stem many children 
wou ld not know what it meant to be 
edu cated and cou ld not enjoy the op­ 
portu nities afforded by all now, as it 
wou ld be bey ond the means of many 
poor families. The school sy stem also 
tends to instil into the heart of the 
child lov e for the 
cou ntry , 
which 
cou ld be obtained in no other way . 
The speaker u sed other nations in 
comparison to ou r cou ntry to show 
the adv ance made by 
the 
United 
States, while other 
cou ntries liv ed 
and died. 
They , in a great measu re, 
failed to u se their natu ral resou rces 
while Americans took adv antage of 
ev ery resou rce and as a resu lt, hav e 
the greatest nation 
in the 
world. 
Bu t this cou ntry , said the speaker, is 
especially 
endowed 
with 
powers 
which can be fou nd nowhere on the 
earth and for this reason can well be 
called God’s own chosen land. 
He 
u sed figu res to show the marv elou s 
adv ance made by 
citizens of 
this 
cou ntry in dev eloping the natu ral re­ 
sou rces, how in the last centu ry an 
av erage of 25 .000 acres of land hav e 
been opened u p each day . 
In a few closing remarks, Rev . Ab- 
herley made a short address to the 
members of the class of ’09 of the 
high school. 
His 
w o rds were well 
chosen and made an impression on 
the members of the class which they 
will not soon forget. 
The ex cellent 
mu sical 
program 
consisted of a du et by Mrs. M. R. 
McDaniel and B. F. Miller, and 
qu artet by Mrs. McDaniel, Miss Edith 
Holden, Jesse Pu gh and B. F. Mil­ 
ler. 
Both nu mbers were fa r abov e 
the ordinary and did not fail to make 
a noticeable impression on the large 
au dience. 


William E. Mahin, one of the pio­ 
neers of Ru sh cou nty , died at his 
home in Walker township this morn­ 
ing at 8 :15 o’clock after an illness 
of some 
time. 
He 
su ffered 
with 
Brights’ disease and had been bedfast 
for ov er two weeks. 
Mr. Mahin died on the farm where 
he liv ed practically all his life. 
He 
led an ex emplary Christian life and 
was respected by all who knew him. 
Deceased leav es a widow and eight 
children, A. T. Mahin, su perintend­ 
ent of the city light and w ater plant 
here, being a son. 
Mr. Mahin was sev enty -fou r y ears 
of age and made a su ccess of life by 
many prosperou s y ears on the farm 
which was located abou t one mile 
sou th of Manilla.

tion. There was a fine tou ch of local 
color pu t into the address when Dr. 
Tev is graphically described how the 
hopefu l 
darkies, away back in the 
cotton 
fields 
wou ld 
sing 
ou t, 
“There’s a great 
day a cornin’—a 
great day a cornin’—a day v of Ju bi­ 
lee.” 
It came to them 
bu t it was 
largely throu gh the su ggestion made 
by Bu tler that the colored men be 
giv en gu ns and help fight for their 
rights, that that day of ju bilee came 
to them. 
The Ladies Glee clu b tou ched the 
hearts of the old v eterans when they 
sang “Tenting 
Tonight on the Old 
Camping Grou nds,” and there were 
few dry ey es in their 
nu mber, for 
nothing 
brings back 
so v iv idly a 
scene of y estery ears like a fam iliar 
song or melody . 
Miss Hazel Cox , 
assisted by the choir sang “The Red, 
White and Blu e,” and it goes withou t 
say ing that the boy s in blu e cou ld 
hardly refrain from 
keeping 
time 
with their feet despite the fact they 
were assembled at a chu rch serv ice. 
Don Rogers 
sang “Gone to Their 
Rest,” the Decoration Day song pu b­ 
lished in the Daily Repu blican S at­ 
u rday ev ening. Hale Pearsey sang a 
beau tifu l and appropriate tenor solo 
“The V acant Chair” and it had a tell­ 
ing effect on the old soldiers, who 
realized th at soon 
they 
wou ld be 
among the ones mou rned from a v a­ 
cant chair. 
Altogether it was an 
impressiv e and beau tifu l serv ice.

Au thorities Say They Have a Lead 
In Indianapolis Bank Sensation. 
Indianapolis, May 31. — Pau l C. Gall, 
a well-known 
Indianapolis 
tobacco 
dealer, and prominent in local politics, 
was arrested by United States au thor­ 
ities on the charge of being an accom­ 
plice of Max Emmerich, the defau lting 
bookkeeper of the Capital National 
bank. 
Mr. Gall was released on a $5,000 
bond to appear before the United 
States commissioner tomorrow morn­ 
ing. Mr. Gall appeared to be complete­ 
ly su rprised, and he declared emphat­ 
ic ally that he was not gu ilty and that 
there was not the slightest fou ndation 
for the charge. 
Confronted in the Capital National 
bank and asked to explain an accou nt 
to his credit there, Harry C. Prinzler, 
a you ng man living at 331 East North 
street, broke down and confessed that 
he had been u sed as a “du mmy” by 
Emmerich. 
Prinzler’s confession in­ 
clu ded statements 
concerning 
Pau l 
Gall. 
Prinzler was immediately ar­ 
rested and gave bond in the su m of 
$5,000. 
The detectives that worked on the 
case have apparently fou nd no trace 
of Emmerich since he disappeared a 
week 
ago 
Satu rday. 
The 
charge 
against Mr. Gall is based on certain 
transactions du ring November and De­ 
cember, 1907. 
It is alleged that he 
overchecked his accou ift at the Capital 
National bank to the extent of abou t 
$2,800, and the bank officials assert 
that Emmerich so manipu lated his ac­ 
cou nts as to hide the discrepancy.

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GETTYSBURG MONUMENT. 


Gettysbu rg martyrs of the regu lar or­ 
ganization. Practically all of the states 
whose sons fou ght in the battle erect­ 
ed monu ments to them on the field 
which marked the “high tide of the 
rebellion” long ago. 
Congress waited 
forty years to honor the men who rep­ 
resented all the north withou t distinc­ 
tion of state. 
War Department In Charge. 
The matter of the dedication of the 
monu ment has been in the keeping ol 
the war department, and one of the 
speakers at today’s dedication was 
Secretary of War Dickinson. A special 
committee consisting of Assistant Sec­ 
retary Oliver, Lieu tenant General John 
C. Bates, retired; General J. F. Bell, 
chief of staff, and Colonel Nicholson, 
representing the Gettysbu rg national 
park commission has had charge oi 
the monu ment. 
The inscriptions on the fou r sides of 
the monu ment give details of 
the 
losses of the regu lar artillery, cavalry 
and infantry in the battle and declare 
that it was “erected by the congress, 
to commemorate the services of that 
portion of the Army of the Potomac 
composed of cavalry, artillery, infantry 
and engineers of the regu lar army of 
the United States in the Gettysbu rg 
campaign, Ju ne-Ju ly, 1863.” The mon­ 
u ment is a beau tifu l shaft eighty-five 
feet high, su rrou nded at the base by 
a broad granite terrace. 
It stands a 
short distance sou th of high water 
mark of the battle. 
Efforts had been made to secu re 
the attendance at Gettysbu rg of as 
many su rvivors of the battle as possi­ 
ble, and several of the leading men 
who helped to make history in and 
near the little Pensylvania town were 
present. 
Battlefield Graves Decorated. 
Pilgrimages are being made to the 
prominent monu ments, 
which have 
been adorned with flowers and wreaths. 
Memorial day is always a great time 
at Gettysbu rg, bu t this year the visit 
of the president and the army officials 
and veterans adds mu ch to the solem­ 
nity and dignity of the day. 
Orders had been issu ed for the at­ 
tendance of abou t 2,000 soldiers of the 
regu lar army, inclu ding a squ adron ol 
the Fifteenth cavalry, at Fort Meyer, 
Va.; a battalion of the Third field ar­ 
tillery, at Fort Meyer; the Fifth regi­ 
ment of infantry, at Plattsbu rg Bar­ 
racks, N. Y.; fou r companies of coast 
artillery from the artillery district of 
the Potomac, band and fou r companies 
of the coast artillery from the artillery 
district of Delaware and five com­ 
pa nies of coast artillery from the artil­ 
lery district of Baltimore.

INDIANA POLITICS 


R O B E R T Q. TTTCKXLR. 
Indianapolis, May 31.—In view of the 
big victory won by the Anti-Saloon 
league in Madison county, it is be­ 
lieved that it will not waste much time 
in laying plans to vote Vigo, Allen, St. 
Joseph and Lake counties “dry.” 
The 
experience of the past week in the 
large “wet” centers has shown that 
the Anti-Saloon 
league 
cannot win 
without the active support of the wom­ 
en. It is said that the women of Mad­ 
ison county established a national pre­ 
cedent with the organization they put 
up. 
They organized every precinct 
in the county and laid out block« 
which were given over to lieutenants 
to work. 
A house-to-house appeal was 
made to the men to vote against the 
saloons and although the county was 
supposed to be “wet” the women over­ 
came the odds. 
A peculiar feature of 
the situation in this state is that the 
large manufacturing centers are more 
vulnerable than the older cities like 
Logansport., 
LaPorte, 
Michigan City 
and Lafayette. 
It was expected that 
Muncie, Anderson and Marlon would 
give such a tremendous “wet” vote 
that their counties would retin the 
saloons. 
Labor 
unions 
“resolved 
against the local option election, but 
it is said that on thousands of “dry” 
ballots there were the grimy imprint 
of the fingers of the toilers. 
It is be­ 
lieved that the influence of the women 
was felt more strongly among the la­ 
borers in the manufacturing centers 
than anywhere else. 


A prominent brewer here says the 
brewers must not take part in Indian­ 
apolis politics. 
“We can’t help the 
Democrats without helping the Repub­ 
licans, so the best thing we can do 
is to keep out. 
We known now that 
the game is not worth what it costs 
us,” he said. 
He asserted that the 
brewers are “between the devil and 
the deep blup sea” here. 
“WTe would 
like to close all the saloons on Sunday 
and 
at the regular hours at night,” 
said 
he, “but we can’t do it. 
Some 
time ago we inaugurated a movement 
among the saloon men for strict Sun­ 
day closing. 
Practically all of the 
downtown bars are closed on Sunday. 
In the outskirts, however, the prob­ 
lem is more difficult. The little saloon 
keeper has his friends who tease him 
to open up for them and sell them a 
drink. 
They sit around a table and 
drink, for these places are clubs for 
the poor men. 
As much as we would 
like 
to close them, we can’t. 
You 
have no idea the number 
of people 
throughout the entire city who tele­ 
phoned or wrote me about closing up 
the town on Sundays. 
Some of them 
came right out and said that if the 
saloons are to be closed on Sunday 
wa might as well vote the county and 
city ‘dry,” so there you are. 
I can’t 
see what we can do about it.” 
He added that the brewers were 


through with financing campaigns and 
that from now on they will devote 
their resources to looking after their 
own affairs. 
The brewers, he said, 
are going in for a campaign of educa­ 
tion to establish the saloon business 
on a better basis and to show the peo­ 
ple that state-wide prohibition is a 
fallacy from a moral standpoint.

Leo Stev en s, the aeron au t, got back 
to New York from A m herst college the 
other day , hav in g spen t sev eral day s 
w ith Professor Dav id P. Todd, the as­ 
tron om er, plan n in g the detai.s of the 
balloon trip th a t he an d the professor 
hav e prom ised them selv es ;o take on 
the 15 th of n ex t Septem ber. 
M ars j 
will be n earest the earth then , an d the 
professor is goin g to try to in tercept 
some of the electric m essages he be­ 
liev es the wise old M artian s hav e been 
patien tly firin g a t u s for decades. 
“I don ’t kn ow abou t gettin g in tou ch 
w ith M ars—th a t’s the professor’s bu si- i 
n ess—bu t I hav e con tracted to take 
j 
him u p ten miles, an d I’m goin g to do i 
it,” said the aeron au t. 
Stev en s added th a t the professor w as 
en grossed by the prospect of the trip 
an d was ready to begin train in g right 
aw ay . 
Of cou rse first of all the professor 
will hav e to be sky broken . 
He is go­ 
in g to begin on th a t in a few day s, 
when Stev en s will take him an d a few 
of his A m herst boy s on a little ascen ­ 
sion a t Sprin gfield, Mass. 
A fter that, 
if the professor follows the aeron au t’s 
direction s, he will go u p ev ery week 
or so an d learn to like it. 
F or the m on th of A u gu st the pro- j 
fessor has laid ou t a cou rse of train - 
j 
in g for him self an d Stev en s. 
It will | 
con sist of regu lar ex ercises a t breath-1 
in g tan k ox y gen in an air tight com-i 
partm en t. 
Stev en s will probably take 
i 
this cou rse a t A m herst. 
Its pu rpose j 
will be to acclim ate them to life in the 
air tight alu m in iu m com partm en ts in ! 
which they will be pen n ed for a great- ; 
er part of th eir flight. 
“On e of the thin gs th a t w e settled i 
a t A m herst,” said Stev en s, “w as th e i 
qu estion of ballast. 
T h at has been 
trou blin g u s. It will be Impossible for 
u s, pen n ed u p in ou r alu m in iu m cases, 
to han dle san d or an y thin g of th a t 
sort. W e hav e con clu ded, howev er, to 
carry w ater as ballast, w hich will be 
released by stopcocks in th e alu m in iu m 
box es.” 
The balloon w hich Stev en s will u se 
has a liftin g pow er of tw o an d a half 
ton s, bu t th e aeron au t say s he will 
m ake am ple prov ision s for ex pan sion 
in the rarefied region s, startin g ou t 
probably w ith the balloon n ot more 
than on e-third In flated; also he is go­ 
in g u p a m ighty sight faster th an he 
wou ld ordin arily , so as to keep from 
freezin g when th e balloon tou ches the 
high poin ts. 
“The throw in g ov er of a qu arter of 
a pou n d of ballast will sen d m y bal­ 
loon u p a thou san d f e e t” said he, “bu t 
w hen w e sta rt on th e great ascen sion 
we will drop probably fifty pou n ds of 
w ater a t a tim e.” 
Of cou rse, bein g cooped u p in the 
alu m in iu m pen s an d fed on ox y gen , 
speed 
won ’t 
In terfere 
w ith 
their 
breathin g. 
Stev en s declared th a t he an d the 
professor are dreadfu lly in earn est 
w ith this project; th a t they hav e al­ 
ready placed orders in F ran ce for a 
special barograph an d other in stru ­ 
m en ts th a t will gu ide them in their 
flight; also they hav e begu n to m ake 
arran gem en ts for the m an u factu re of 
th e alu m in iu m cases an d for abou t ten 
miles of special w ire th a t the pro­ 
fessor w an ts to pay ou t so as to keep 
in tou ch w ith the earth. 
Stev en s esti­ 
m ates th a t the ten m iles of special 
w ire will w eigh on ly abou t 200 pou n ds. 
“I t seems to be in dispen sable,” said 
the 
aeron au t, 
“to 
the 
professor’s 
schem e for gettin g in to w ireless com ­ 
m u n ication w ith M ars. H e has got to 
be grou n ded or som ethin g.” 
The alu m in iu m tan ks will close air 
tig h t like a refrigerator; bu t accordin g 
to th e presen t day plan s, they will be 
fu rn ished w ith a heav y glass floor an d 
win dows. 
Mr. Stev en s didn ’t ex pect, 
howev er, th a t they w ou ld hav e to re­ 


sort to tn eir tan ks u n til they attain a 
height of fiv e miles or more. 
They 
will hav e a little chair in each alu ­ 
min iu m box an d a good su pply of 
“heat produ cin g” food. 
Stev en s has n ev er been higher than 
fou r an d three-qu arter miles. H e said 
recen tly :

“Three Fren chm en w en t u p eight 
an d a qu arter miles abou t a y ear ago, 
bu t on e of them was frozen to death 
an d an other paraly zed. They w eren ’t 
prepared for su ch a height, howev er, 
an d w e will be. W e in ten d to go u p at 
least u n til it is im possible to draw 
ox y gen from ou r tan ks, an d then , of 
cou rse, w e will take the w arn in g an d 
drop, for a balloon , my boy , alw ay s 
has th e en ergy to drop.”—New York 
Su n .

In n on e of th e design s is th ere an y 
referen ce to the civ il w ar, as w as the 
case in the serv ice presen ted by the 
state of M ississippi to the battleship of 
th a t n am e.—New York Times.

In Latest Co lo ny Plan. 
D ispatches were recen tly receiv ed In 
New York from Lon don of a m ov em en t 
am on g the Jew s of Eu rope to am alga­ 
m ate all the societies con cern ed w ith 
the im prov em en t of the con dition of 
the H ebrew race in a scheme for the 
colon ization of M esopotamia. 
Israel 
Zan gwill, the head of the Jew ish te r­ 
ritorial organ ization , is en deav orin g to 
in du ce the Jew ish Colon ization associ­ 
ation to join forces w ith his society to 
brin g this resu lt abou t. 
Jacob H. Schiff. who is n ow in E u ­ 
rope, is said also to be in terestin g him ­ 
self in the m atter an d to be doin g his 
best to effect the allian ce betw een the 
organ ization s, which will be n ecessary 
if the plan is to be a su ccess. 
H e Is 
said to be In terv iew in g the leaders of 
the Jew s in Eu rope in the in terests of 
this mov emen t. 
The Rev . Dr. Schu lm an in discu ss­ 
in g the plan said th a t he u n derstood 
th a t on e difficu lty which wou ld hav e 
to be ov ercome was the n ecessity of 
prov idin g an ex ten siv e irrigation sy s­ 
tem. which wou ld cost a large su m. 
“There can be n o d ou bt” he said, “of 
the adv an tage or div ertin g some of the 
crowded Jew ish popu lation of Eu rope, 
an d there is certain ly en ou gh territory 
for them in M esopotamia. 
W hile the 
cou n try wou ld n ot appeal to the Jew 
as wou ld Palestin e, it has tradition s 
of v alu e to the race. 
The Baby lon ian 
captiv ity begin in 5 36 . an d the Jew s 
en joy ed there for a tim e an hon orable 
career. 
They w ere in depen den t an d 
had a prin ce of th eir own . 
“They set u p great schools of learn ­ 
in g, an d the Talm u dic tradition grew 
u p in these parts. 
They began to de­ 
clin e in the eighth cen tu ry , an d I do 
n ot kn ow if there are an y Jew s left 
there n ow, bu t certain ly there wou ld 
be more to a ttra c t them to M esopota­ 
mia n ow than to B ritish E ast Africa, 
w hich w as proposed as the site of a 
Jew ish colon y a few y ears ago.

cou rse there wou ld be the T u rkish gov ­ 
ern m en t to deal w ith, bu t we hope 
th a t w ith the regim e of the You n g 
T u rks m u ch greater toleration wou ld 
be shew n .”
